These  coins  which  have  never  been  attributed  to  any  known  monarch 
have  been  identified  by  Mr.  Higgins  as  struck  by  the  Magi  of  Bactria  in 
anticipation  of  the  Soshiosh  Avatar  (or  incarnation  of  Vishnu),  the  Hindoo 
name  of  the  Universally  expected  Messiah.  These  curious  pieces  bear  on 
the  obverse  a figure  of  Apollo,  crowned  with  the  rising  Sun,  and  holding 

in  his  hand  the  pole  of  the  Ecliptic,  or  Sun’s  axis,  behind  the  head  is  the 

monogram  of  earth,  air,  fire  and  water,  as  conventionalized  by  the  Greeks. 
Inscription,  in  Greek  “The  great  Savior,  King  of  Kings.”  Rev.  An  eques- 
trian figure  holding  aloft  a cross,  “King  of  Kings”  in  Sanskirt,  also  Mono- 
gram.
